An outbreak has spread to 7 states, 
with more than 80 diagnosed cases 


What is the cause of the outbreak? A Disneyland 
visitor who had not received both doses of the nneasles- 
containing vaccine is the likely source of the highly 
contagious disease, infectious disease experts say. 

How much protection does the vaccine provide? 
About 85% of people with the first dose and 98-99% of 
those who got the second dose vaccine will be protected, 
says Dr. Jennifer Lighter-Fisher of NYU s Langone Medical 
Center. Children less than a year old who haven’t had 
the vaccine yet are especially vulnerable. 

Why has this outbreak focused attention on 
parents who don’t vaccinate? “This is definitely the 
result of the antivaccine nriovement,” says Dr. Paul 
Offit of Children’s Hospital of Philadelphia.

The 
Texan who liked to tease her about 
being a “Yankee.” (She's from Oregon.) 
“He was the biggest kid,” says Taya, 40, 


those who serve. “Chris would be in 
awe of it,” Taya says of the success of the 
film, which scored six Oscar nomina- 
tions and has drawn an overwhelming 
response from veterans' groups (see 
box).

Although they were opposites in many 
ways— “I was a fast talker; he was a slow 
talker,” she says— they found common 
ground in their mutual sense of humor 
and shared family values. “We were made 
for each other in ways we wouldn't ever 
have known,” says Taya. Almost a year 
after their first date, they exchanged 
self-written vows on a boat in Newport

sitting on a patio in north Texas as she 
pets her beloved German shepherd, V. 
“I miss those family dinners where we 
would joke with the kids. I miss the way 
he laughed at the littlest things with me 
and the way the kids and I couldn't wait 
for him to come home from work.

Now he's changing the national con- 
versation. Two years after Chris's death 
on a Texas gun range at age 38, his story 
is resonating with moviegoers, who 
have made American Sniper, the film 
starring Bradley Cooper based on 
Chris's bestselling 2012 autobiography, 
a $200 million box office smash. With 
its intimate look at a military mar- 
riage— and Chris's struggle to find his 
way back to his loved ones even after 
he'd left the battlefield far behind— 
Sniper has focused attention on the 
challenges faced by the families of 


others: While Chris served in some of 
the world's most dangerous war zones 
for the better part of eight years, Taya 
feared for his safety every day— espe- 
cially after insurgents had placed a 
bounty on his head— and always won- 
dered if he would make it home for the 
next Christmas. “I had so much prac- 
tice of being afraid Chris was dead, 
hearing the gunfights on the phone 
when I called him overseas,” says Taya, 
whose own book, Amerzcan Wife, is due 
in May. “We had our moments where I 
felt like we were less important than 
the military and he felt like I didn't 
understand his sense of duty.”

Still, it wasn't until he left the military 

and came home for good in 2009 that 
their relationship began to crack under 
the strain of what he had endured. “The 
war hardened his soul in different 


Beach, Calif., before 40 family members 
and friends. “One of the lines in our wed- 
ding vows was, T will remind you who 
you are when you forget,'” says Taya. 
“He wrote. All of me,' in my ring, and 
mine to him says, 'My love, my life.' ” 

Soon after they wed, Chris was deployed 

to Iraq. “In the beginning I understood,” 
she says. “He would write me the most 
romantic e-mails, saying, 'I just want to 
be home with you.' ” 

But as the years wore on— with Chris 
steadily building his reputation as “the 
Legend” for his 160 confirmed kills— the 
strain of his absence began to take its toll. 
“When he was home, he knew there were 
people dying over there who he thought 
he could save,” says Sienna Miller, who 
became close with Taya while she pre- 
pared to play her in the film. “That is a 
really impossible dilemma to face.”

During one of his last visits home, “I 
said, 'I could move to Oregon to be with 
my family, and I would see you just as 
much as I do now,'” says Taya, addingthat 
she didn't want him to quit: 'T just wanted 
out of that cycle of constant combat.'' 

When he did finally leave the military 

in 2009, “I thought it would be like it 
was between his deployments, we 
would laugh and have fun.'' But the 
family life she craved and the reality of 
his coming off the battlefield were very 
different. ''What I didn't account for 
was the really hard transition for these 
guys during that first year or two,'' she 
says. "Chris had always dreamed of 
being a cowboy and being a military 
guy. And once he did both of those 
things, he was like, 'What's the next 
dream?' And there wasn't one. I didn't 
understand the depth of pain he felt.'' 

American Sniper screenwriter Jason 
Hall, who worked closely with Chris 
prior to his death, says the pain was evi- 
dent. "He was back from war, but he 
didn't feel like he was all the way home,'' 
says Hall. "I sensed a real heaviness to 
him, which is haunting when you know 
what he had to deal with, which is tak- 
ing a lot of lives.'' 

While Taya won't say outright that 
Chris struggled with PTSD— "I don't 
everwanttoputthatlabelonhim, because 
he never said it publicly, and I want to 
honor what he wanted to share''— there 
is no question that he wrestled with the 
aftereffects of war. "It's what a lot of 
guys struggle with,'' she says. "It's miss- 
ing the brotherhood, because that is 
something you can't get anywhere else 
in life, where your coworkers will die 
for you. There were so many things, and 
that manifested in sleepless nights and 
a detachment you see in the movie.'' 

It wasn't until he began to help other 
veterans cope that he was able to 
reclaim his purpose. "In so many ways, 
helping veterans is how Chris came 
back to his family,'' says Rick Kell, 
cofounder of Troops F irst, a group that 
Chris worked with closely. Whether 
hunting with them or knocking back a 
beer, "he wanted to talk about the 
things that were on their minds.''

Bradley Cooper has worked with the USO for eight years, but his 
starring role in American Sniper has made the cause even more 
personal. “It’s been life-changing,” Cooper, who is up for a Best 
Actor Oscar, tells People. “I think I had an appreciation for veterans 
before this, but what I definitely did not know is the toll that it 
takes on the family.” In visits with veterans, “they say. Thank you 
for putting a guy I can relate to up there.’” Leaders of several 
veterans groups say the same. “The film gets it— not just Chris’s 
story but Taya’s too,” says Paul Rieckhoff of lAVA, adding that 
Cooper, whom he has known for several years, “is a real dude 
and a deeply committed activist.” Notes Rick Kell, cofounder 
of Troops First: “There’s an overwhelming appreciation for the 
film telling what it’s really like once these warriors get home.” 

Cooper returns the gratitude. “It’s not lost on me that the free-

A month before he died, Taya says 
she finally felt like the man she married 
had come back to her. “In the scene 
where Sienna says, T'm just so proud of 
you,' that is true. I said to him, T really 
want to tell you that I get how hard this 
was. You fought your way back. Tm so 
in awe of the father you are and the hus- 
band you are.' Looking back. I'm so glad 
I got the chance to tell him that." 

The day he died— Feb. 2, 2013— “was 
like a lot of our Saturdays," she says. 
“We went to the kids' sporting events. I 
was going to take my daughter to Build- 
a-Bear." They made a plan to meet up 


later after Chris and a friend, Chad 
Littlefield, visited a nearby gun range 
with 25-year-old former Marine Eddie 
Ray Routh, whose mom had asked for 
Chris's help. Hours later a police officer 
appeared at Taya's door to tell her that 
both Chris and Chad had been fatally 
shot, with Routh under arrest for the 
killings. (His murder trial is set for 
Feb. H; see box.) “I leaned against the 
wall with tears pouring down my face 
and said, 'Is there any way you're 
wrong?' " Sitting on her front lawn with 
a child on each knee, she faced the 
hardest moment of her life. “I said.

Today, the kids are thriving and “we talk 

about their dad every day," she says. “It 
just comes up— something funny he did 
or his favorite color. We ask Jesus to 
give him a big bear hug because it 
makes us laugh to think Chris is like, 
'Oh man!' " Still, she admits, “bedtimes 
are hard for me, and I am almost too 
tired to make it happen on time. Chris 
was good about that." 

Hoping to help others facing similar 
challenges, Taya created the Chris Kyle 
FrogFoundation to enrich and strengthen 
military marriages. She is grateful that 
the movie is helping too: “I can't think 
of a better blessing." She hopes to 
attend the Oscars on Feb. 22 but knows 
that even if the film wins, it will be bit- 
tersweet. “When I actually think about 
what it would be like to have Chris next 
to me, with my hand in his, it hurts," she 
says. “But he's still with me. I will love 
him until the day I die." •

E ven now, more than 70 
years later, Joel Grey 
remembers hearing the 
grown-ups talk in the 
next room of his child- 
hood home in Cleveland. 
“They were talking derisively about 
'fairies,' and men being dragged off to 
jail and, even worse, for being homo- 
sexual, for being who they were," he 
says. Then 9 years old, “I remember 
knowing I wanted to make a family and 
to be an actor, but Fd come to realize, 
along with being attracted to girls, I had 
similar feelings for boys," says Grey. He 
kept those feelings to himself for many 
years to come. “I struggled mightily not 
to be that person, which would make 
my dreams an impossibility." 

Grey's childhood dreams did come 
true. He created a sensation with his 
mesmerizing stage and screen turns as 
the Master of Ceremonies in Cabaret. 
And for 24 years— which he calls “the 
happiest of my life"— he was married to 
actress Jo Wilder, with whom he had 
two kids, actress Jennifer 
Grey and James, a chef. Then 
came change, political and 
personal. “I slowly came to 
embrace that other part of 
who I always was," says Grey, 

82. Now, after an extraordi- 
nary seven-decade career, 
he's coming forward in his 
own way and without fanfare. “All the 
people close to me have known for 
years who I am," he says. Yet it wasn't 
like that at the height of his fame. As a 
man of that generation, he notes, “you 
couldn't have a life, a career then. ... It 
was too dangerous in my world, my 
house, my family. You just had to put it 
out of your mind. If you could." He 
pauses. “It's not like that now." 

And so, in aseries oftalks over espresso 


in his Manhattan loft and walks with 
his Yorkie Miguelito along the Hudson 
River, the spry and spirited Grey reflects 
on his journey from vaudeville kid to 
Broadway legend to Oscar winner, open- 
ing up in a way he never has before. “I 
don't like labels, but if you have to put a 
label on it, I'm a gay man," he says. “[Sex- 
uality] doesn't matter anymore. Neil 
Patrick Harris is a star in everyway. And 
he's a dad. He's the most gifted, charm- 
ing, talented actor, who is himself and 
that's it. There are no limits." 

It wasn't that way for 
young Joel Katz, who idolized 
his father, Yiddish comedian 
Mickey Katz, but had a more 
troubled relationship with 
his overbearing mother, 
Grace, a self-absorbed beauty 
who, he says, “was a little too 
Mama Rose." Looking for escape, he 
started playing children's roles in the 
theater, “my first home." “They called me 
Mr. Katz," he recalls. “At 9 years old, I 
had respect! And it became my life." 

At 16 he joined his father's Borscht 
Capades comedy revue. Not by choice. 
“I wasn't a nightclub comic," he says. “I 
was a success, but I hated it. My plan 
was to be Laurence Olivier." He sang 
and danced for Lana Turner (who 


invited him over for champagne) and 
performed with Nat King Cole and 
Judy Garland. Still, he felt trapped. “I 
was unable to get a job [as an actor]," he 
recalls, “and I was ready to quit." That's 
when he got a phone call in 1966 from 
Broadway director Hal Prince with the 
offer to star in Cabaret onstage. 

The role “had no words, just songs," 
Grey says. “There were no instructions 
how to play him." With slicked-back 
hair, mascara-caked eyelashes and a 
lipstick sneer, he made the role his and 
won a Tony in 1966. “The moment he 
careened on the stage, you couldn't take 
your eyes off of him," recalls Prince. “It 
was risky, but you knew something 
important was happening." Grey thought 
the character “should be seductive in 
the way Hitler was. Saying, 'Come, there 
will be bread on every table.' That's 
what Hitler said, and he fooled them— 
and so did the emcee. As a Jew, that was 
important to me. It was my personal 
statement to get people to look and say, 
'My God, what did we let happen?' " 

When the play was made into a movie 
in 1972, Grey and his costar Liza Min- 
nelli won Oscars. “I was sure A1 Pacino 
would win for The Godfather,” says Grey, 
who didn't prepare a speech. His next-

he'd come home empty-handed, left a 
huge trophy at his door: 'To Joel, for 
the Best F Neighbor Award.” 

Grey says he never felt limited by his 
signature role. He starred in musicals 
including Chicago and Wicked, appeared 
in more than a dozen movies and ser- 
enaded Kermit on The Muppet Show. 
He performed for Presidents and prin- 
cesses. Grace of Monaco Threw roses 
at my feet,” he recalls. "Then she invited 
me back to the palace, and we talked 
about raising teenagers.” 

Once their children moved out. Grey 


and Wilder decided to divorce. "It was 
that time where people were leaving 
their spouses, thinking, 'You can have 
it all,' ” notes Grey. "And we agreed.” He 
says he wasn't unhappy in his marriage 
or living a double life. "I fell in love with 
a wonderful woman, crazy in love,” says 
Grey. "And I always wanted to have 
children. I loved being married, but 
nothing is forever.” 

He remains close to his children. "I'm 
happy that my dad has come to a point 
in his life where he feels safe to declare 
himself in a public way as a gay man,” 


says Dirty Dancing star Jennifer, 54. 
"The more people are free to own their 
true nature and can come closer to love 
and accept themselves as they truly are, 
no matter what age, to finally be free of 
the lies or half-truths, it is freedom.” 

A turning point for Grey came in 
1985, when he played the lead in Larry 
Kramer's groundbreaking play about 
the AIDS crisis. The Normal Heart "You 
could hear sobbing during the perfor- 
mance,” he says. "And everybody was 
still so afraid, not drinking from each 
other's glasses at dinner parties, thinking 
you could catch it.” Playing ahold activ- 
ist was "transformative,” he says. "I felt 
a kind of freedom. The childhood fears 
were replaced with real-life experience. 
I found more ease, less questioning.” 

In recent years Grey has found new 
passion as a photographer (his fifth book 
ofphotos comes out later this year, as well 
as a memoir) and has won a new genera- 
tion of fans, thanks to guest-star turns 
on shows such as Grey’s Anatomy and 
Bujfy the Vampire Slayer. "Teenage girls 
stop me on the street,” he marvels. He's 
had "a few” relationships, he says, but 
he's now ''happy to be single.” But "it's 
not over,” he adds with a smile. "I still look 
atthe vows section of theiVew York Times.
